tional expense arid lack of liaison 
which handicapped Stevenson in 
1952. when he had separate or- 
ganization quarters in Springfield.

Fritchey now is editor of the 


"Democratic Digest,'1 party .pub- 
lication, former editor of the New 
Orleans Item and later adminis- 
trative assistant to former Presi- 
dent Truman. He was given top 
authority for all dealings w i t h 
newspaper, TV, radio and other 
news outlets to match his position 
•with that of James C. Hagerty. 
President Eisenhower's news sec- 
retary. 


Roger Tubby, who has been serv- 


ing as Stevenson's press secretary, 
becomes personal assistant to Ste- 
venson. He will be associated with 
Fritchey on press matters. -C. K. 
McClatchy continues as a press 
assistant.

Hall backed up his optimism 


with a claim the GOP is going 
to carry as many states as it did 
in the landslide victory of 1952. 
Four years ago it gathered in all 
but nine Southern and 
border 


states- 


Far tile Republicans to do as 


well as in 1952 would mean crack- 
Ing into the South again. Four 
years ago the GOP picked off 
four Southern states — Virginia, 
Florida, Tennessee and Texas. 


Hal' said, too, the Republicans 


can take some extra 
congres- 


sional districts in Dixie this time. 


Hall projected the start of active 


campaigning for the GOP at mid- 
September, with Vice President 
Nixon carrying the heavy load of 
hustling up votes for the party. 


Nixon told the closing session 


of the convention that he is ready 
to carry what he called the "great 
message" of the ''magnificent rec- 
ord'' of the administration into 
every corner of the land.

FBI Nabs 
3-Slaying 
'Suspect' 


SAN LEANDRO, Calif. (INS) — 


FBI agents Friday arrested in 
San Leandro a 42-year-old ex-con- 
vict, described as the "hottest sus- 
pect yet" in the triple murder of 
three Chicago boys. 


Norvel Degrove was taken into 


custody in a • San Leandro used 
car lot -where he had come to 
complain of the performance of 
an auto he purchased two weeks 
ago. 


Degrove has been the object of 


the widespread search throughout 
the Midwest since last May, after 
Chicago Police Lt. Joseph Morris 
termed him ''the hottest suspect 
of all the hundreds we have in- 
vestigated." 


Seven months earlier the nude 


bodies of Robert Peterson, 13, John 
Schuessler, 13 and his brother, An- 
ton, 11, were found in a ditch in 
a Chicago forest preserve. 


William ttfhalen, head of the FBI 


office in San Francisco, said De- 
grove was arrested on warrants 
charging him with unlawful flight 
to avoid prosecution for the rape 
of an eight-year-old girl in a Chi- 
cago suburb, and the kidnap and 
molestation of another eight-year- 
old girl in Angola, Ind. 


Chicago police were notified im- 


mediately and were preparing to 
leave for San Francisco to ques- 
tion the ex-convict in connection 
with the triple - slaying w h i c h 
shocked the nation. 


Morris said Degrove had been 


employed in a San Leandro nurs- 
ery for the past month under the 
assumed name, Charles Newman.

tax proposal, made originally by 
former Mayor Clark Jeary. Pres- 
ent Mayor Bennett Martin has 
also spoken favorable of such a 
tax. 


Lincoln has need of matching 


money to obtain federal funds for 
a connection from the heart of 
the city to the proposed new in- 
terstate highway running north of 
the city.

The first leg of the Parkway, 


from 21st and K to 27th and D, 
now carries some 9,000 cars a day, 
the report said. When the arterial 
is extended to 32nd and A, it was 
said, traffic will be even heavier 
and the need for K as a feeder 
even more urgent. 


Along traffic lines, the report 


called for enactment of "approp- 
riate administrative machinery" 
to eliminate the present overlap- 
ping of authorities in the field of 
traffic control and regulation. Be- 
sides the Commission, other groups 
in Lincoln dealing with traffic prob- 
lems include the Traffic Commis- 
sion and Police Department. 


For the 12 months ending July 


31, 1956, the report showed the 
Commission has sent to the Coun- 
cil 15 plats containing 376 new lots. 
For the same 12 months last year, 
the number was 39 pteU with 
1,677 
lots. 


Also processed by the Commis- 


sion during the past year were 
55 petitions for street or alley va- 
cations and 58 petitions for changes 
in zoning.

able by death in the electric chair. 
Kidnaping also carries a maxi- 
mum penalty of death in the 
electric chair. 


A Dejected Maa 


LaMarca, 
dejected 
and with 


bowed bead, was taken to Nassau 
County District Court here on a 
kidnaping charge. He was held 
without bail for a further hearing 
next Friday. 


Authorities were trying to deter- 


mine where LaMarca kept the 
child the night of July 4. There 
were unconfirmed reports that he 
sought sanctuary with friends in 
Brooklyn 
and that new arrests 


might be in the offing. 


LaMarca'i wife told newsmen: 
"Someone else is involved but 


he won't say who." 


Little Peter was 32 days old 


when he was snatched from his 
carnage as he napped after a 
midafternoon feeding. His mother 
had left him alone on the patio 
while she went into the eight-room 
Weinberger ranch home on a brief 
errand. 


Ransom Note Ready 


Police said LaMarca, bent OR 


kidnap and with a ransom note 
ready, happened along and took 
the child merely because it was 
available. He did not know the 
Weinbergers. Authorities 
claimed 


he had set out to seize the first 
child he could get his hands on. 


The all but disintegrated re- 


mains of little Peter were found 
Friday by FBI Agent J. Robert 
Boger, 38. He recounted: 


"I was searching with other 


agents and detectives 
organized 


for an inch-by-inch search. I came 
upon one of several tangles of 
vines and then I went down on 
my hands and knees and looked 
under bramble and discovered a 
safety pin and what appeared to 
be clothing. 


"Upon close inspection, it ap- 


peared to be the remains of a 
body." 


Weinberger is a well-to-do ex- 


ecutive in a wholesale drug firm. 
He and his wife have another son, 
Lewis, 21,4. Four years ago, the 
Weinbergers moved into a *35,000 
home in Westbury, the long-estab- 
lished center of gracious North 
Shore Long Island living. 


The 
finding 
of Peter's body 


wrote a tragic end to the greatest 
kidnap hunt in the New York area 
in nearly 20 years. The parents' 
hopes for the child's return peri- 
odically had been spurred by a 
series of cruel hoax letters and 
telephone calls from p e r s o n s 


claiming knowledge of the child's 
whereabouts and safety. 


The arrest of LaMarca early 


Thursday at his Plainview horn* 
grew out of a monumental and 
back-breaking FBI search through 
more than two _ million handwrit- 
ing samples. 


The ransom note left by the 


kidnaper bore certain handwriting 
peculiarities. In trying to match 
these scores of G-men examined 
every imaginable type of public 
record which bore original hand* 
writing—voting registrations, auto 
license applications and the like. 


It was in records of the Federal 


District Court in New York City 
that LaMarca's signature showed 
up. He had received a suspended 
sentence two years ago on a led- 
eral bootleg charge.

Espionage

... U.S. Complains 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 


(AP) — Viktor Ivanovich 
Petrov, a Russian, has been 
fired by the U.N. and sent 
home for trying to get 
secret information on U.S. 
military aircraft from an i 
American. 


This was disclosed Friday in of- 


ficial announcements at the U.N. 
and in Washington. It was the 
third time in U.N. history that a 
Soviet national has lost his job 
at the U.N. because of attempted 
espionage. 


Petrov, 31, reportedly left for 


Russia Thursday with his 
wife 


Valentina and young son Alexei. 


He had held an tS.OOO-a-year 


job in the Russian translating sec- 
tion of the U.N. secretariat since 
1953. 


The dismissal came quickly aft- 


er James J. Wadsworth, Deputy 
U.S. delegate to the U-N-, took 
information on Petrov to U.N. Sec- j 
retary General Dag Hammarskjold. 


Wadsworth relayed a statement 


by the U.S. Justice Department 
that Petrov "had attempted to 
obtain information vital to the se- 
curity and defense of the United 
ptates*'" 
: The U.N. office of personnel an- 
pounced in a one-sentence state- 
ment the Petrov had been fired 
for activities not permitted 
by 


Haff regulations. 


In San Francisco, where he was 


* delegate to the Republican con- 
vention, Chief U.S. Delegate Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr., hailed the quick 
action as gratifying. 


Petrov lived at 110 West %th 


St., Manhattan. He was also a. 
member of the summer colony of 
Russians at Rye Beach in Rye, 
N.Y. 


In Washington, Asst. Atty. Gen. 


William F. Tompkins, head of the 
internal security division of the | 
Department of Justice, said Petrov j 
triad to get from an employe of | 
* U.S. aviation corporation classi- j 
fied national defense information i 
relating to U.S. military aircraft. 
The department did not identify 
the company or 
the 
employe. 


Tompkins uid: 


"Petrov originally contacted the 


employe as a result of an advertise- 
ment w h i c h the employe had 
placed in a metropolitan newspaper 
•eliciting part-time drafting work. 
Initially, Petrov requested the em- 
ploye to trace diagrams appearing 
in commercial aviation magazines. 


"It gradually became 
apparent 


to the employe that Petrov was 
more interested in developing the 
employe's friendship than he was 
in Saving tracings made of readily 
available material. 


"After the two had met a num- 


ber of times over a period of 
months, Petrov indicated 
there 


would be larger sums of money 
available for information obtained 
from the aviation corporation for 
which the employe worked ..." 


Tompkins said Petrov f i n a l l y 


tried to get specifications and flight 
characteristics of U.S. military air- 
craft. Tompkins emphasized that 
the Russian never got any of the 
classified information be wanted.

The 22-nation London conference 


on Suez is sending a five-nation 
committee to propose international 
control of the canal to Egypt's 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser. 


Australia's Prime Minister Rob- 


ert G. Menzies, committee chair- 
man, called at the Egyptian Em- 
bassy Friday night with an invita- 
tion for Nasser to meet the group 
as soon as possible. 


He said he gave the invitation 


to Ambassador Sami Abul Fetouh, 
who promised to deliver it at once. 


Addressing a news conference at 


the Soviet Embassy, Shepilov said: 


"It would br wrong to under- 


estimate the gravity of the situ- 
ation that might arise as a result 
of the activity of quarters in the 
United States, Britain and France 
to seek to have the problem set- 
tled from positions of strength." 


He charged that military pre- 


parations during the Suez crisis 
were "flagrant violation of the 
United Nations Charter." 


Without mentioning specifically 


the preparedness moves of Bri- 
tain 
and France, 
Shepilov de- 


clared : 


"Only persons who have lost all 


sense of responsibility would think 
of making utimatums and mili- 
tary preparations. Military demon- 
strations can be regarded only as 
an effort to put pressure on Egypt 
in violation of her sovereignty." 


He added: 
"The Soviet Union considers it 


necessary to voice a warning re- 
garding the serious consequences 
in the Middle East that might be 
brought about if the position in 
the

were

changed."

Air Collisions 


Fro m The St. Louis Post Dispatch 


A Cornell Univ ersity research team has gone 
to the heart of the av iation safety problem with 
just two points. 


One is the ‘ critical * need lor complete air 
tiafiic control. 
Air traffic control is certainly 
not complete now, as last June's tragic Grand 
Canyon collision prov ed. 
In that case, ground 
control points k new a half-hour in adv ance of 
the collision that the two airliners were head­ 
ing toward the sam e point. 


Nothing was done about it because, a Civ il 
Aeronautics Board official said, ground control 
affected oniv federally-prescribed airlanes. 
In 
shoit, it a plane is off these narrow highways 
of the air, it cannot depend on traffic control 
protection. 


Secondly, the surv ey of the Daniel and Flo r­ 
ence Guggenheim Av iation Safety Center re ­ 
v eals appalling inertia and lack of research in 
this Iteld. The cost of enlarging traffic control 
and dev eloping new safety dev ices m ay be eno r­ 
mous. 
But the growth of air traffic is equally 
enormous and “ near-misses” in the airlines are 
“ being reported daily.”

The Latest Lesson 


Nebraska weather, this August of 195«, is 


that delightful kind that more publicity-minded 
»«ction» of the nation offer to the world as a 
superior product, but too often have difficulty 
in providing. 


There is *n appealing greenness to the coun- 


tryside, the colorful flower laden gardens of the 
city, the heavily leafed trees—a coolness by 
night and d»y th»t makes one resolve to live 
forever and a warmth of sun that tempers the 
whole. And there has been a lot of it. 


But Nebraskans will be a long time puzzling 


out why so green a summer failed to produce 
bumper crops. It doesn't seem to make sense. 
A drought-bitten land should show sere and 
visible scars. 


But it does make sens*. A few days—a week. 


»t the critical moment wield* the great de- 
cision on the question of abundance or shortage. 
That was where Nebraska slipped this year. 
Totalled up there was sufficient rainfall. Con- 
served and managed, directed to the fields at the 
right moment and there would be no yield prob- 
lems to dull the pleasures of an otherwise de- 
lightful August. 


The state has made fine headway in the field 


of water management and conservation. But the 
1956 experience serves to quicken the realiza- 
tion that there is much yet to be done—especially 
in the so-called wetter sections where convic- 
tion has not kept up with fact. If there is any- 
thing to be learned from 1956 that is the lesson. 


Will Take A Lot Of Doing 


It is stimulating to hear President Eisenhower 


•peak from the nation's No. 1 position of in- 
fluence about his nation of the future—a country 
of enlightened people learning to use the delight- 
ful, but presently unfamiliar new tools of plenty 
~a Republican party in which clear-eyed com- 
petent youth will march in the front rank. That 
js something we can use a lot of. 


The first part sounds s u s p i c i o u s l y like 


a picture originally painted by the Democratic 
presidential nominee— Adlai Stevenson—who evi- 
dently didn't get around to copyrighting soon 
enough. 


But there is a whale of a lot of work to be 


done and a ''whaler" amount of changes to be 
made within the Republican household before 
Mr. Eisenhower can set his course. 
Among 


other things he will have to set down with his 
agriculture secretary and explain to him that the 


principles of scarcity will not work in his at- 
tempted management of agricultural abundance. 
It is obvious that Benson believes that plenty 
is an unnatural evil. The thing to do is to re- 
place it with scarcity. Then scarcity treatments 
will work. That persuasion is pretty well held 
by most of the key men with whom the Presi- 
dent has surrounded himself and they have a 
convinced man's skepticism for innovations. 


As for accent on youth it must be conceded 


by the action of the party itself the only real 
emergent young man who has appeared during 
the first three years of the Eisenhower dis- 
pensation is Vice President Richard Nixon. A 
dominant majority of gray beards—Humphreys, 
Dulles' and Wilsons have provided little more 
than obscure batmen roles to youth. 
Indeed 


until this week the President himself has chided 
his party for inaction in the matter of successor- 
ship.

diacovered, it will be charged, it will be only 
after years of experimenting, experiment in the 
laboratories, and the unflagging labors of the 
scientifically 
trained.

Republicans will 


charge, as Secretary Benson has been claiming, 
that rigid price supports can mean only that th* 
fanner i* dedicated to digging his economic 
grave.

In Suez' Light 


The Suez crisis is bringing to light a host of 


things not related to the canal itself or to the 
arguments of the principle contenders. 


A good example can be found in Japan. The 


emergence of the Suez question demanded the 
full attention of Russian statecraft. That pro- 
vided for a long wanted revisiting of Tokyo by 
Japan's foreign minister, Mamoru Shigemitsu, 
who has been in Moscow interminably trying to 
work out a Japanese-Russian peace treaty. 
Shigemitsu went to Moscow after the present 
Russian rulers announced an about face from 
Stalin policies. Included in that about face was 
a new look toward Japan—a concession to 
reason rather than force. 


Now after all this time Shigemitsu reports 


that the Russians have remained as intractible 
as ever and if there was any reversal of naked 
force negotiation it hasn't been apparent in his 
dealings with Soviet Minister Dmitri Shepilov. 
It seems from that that the world is learning 
as much about Russia in this Suez business as 
it is learning about Egypt and its Col. Nasser.

Air Collisions 


From The St. Louis Post Dispatch 


A Cornell University research team has gone 


to the heart of the aviation safety problem with 
just two points. 


One is the "critical" need for complete air 


traffic control. 
Air traffic control is certainly 


not complete now, as last June's tragic Grand 
Canyon collision proved. 
In that case, ground 


control points knew a half-hour in advance of 
the collision that the two airliners were head- 
ing toward the same point. 


Nothing was done about it because, a Civil 


Aeronautics Board official said, ground control 
affected only federally-prescribed airlanes. 
In 


short, if a plane is off these narrow highways 
of the air, it cannot depend on traffic control 
protection. 


Secondly, the survey of the Daniel and Flor- 


ence Guggenheim Aviation Safety Center re- 
veals appalling inertia and lack of research in 
this field. The cost of enlarging traffic control 
and developing new safety devices may be enor- 
mous. But the growth of air traffic is equally 
enormous and "near-misses" in the airlines are 
"being reported daily.1'

A Safety 
Effort 


Lincoln, Neb. 


To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 


Granting that Nebraska, in the 
face of a nationally mounting traf- 
fic death toll, has recorded fewer 
fatalities so far this year than 
last, and also reduced its five-year 
average, the decrease is not what 
it should and could be. Each day 
the total either equals or is slight- 
ly under the comparable date in 
1955. There it continues to hover. 


Viewed on a state level—for it is 


granted that county and city law- 
enforcement agencies also are un- 
derbiaffed—the Nebraska S t a t e 
Safety Patrol needs additional man- 
power. It is 38 men short of the 
200 officers required to serve the 
population of our state, according 
to national standards. Consider the 
1954 experience when the patrolling 
power was increased by releasing 
officers from the truck weigh sta- 
tions. This factor plus use of radar, 
etc., checked and reduced the up- 
ward trend in the traffic toll and 
obviously has "held the line" since 
then. This, however, is not enough. 


In 1947 the state traffic accident 


death toll was 332. That same year 
witnessed the formation of the Ne- 
braska State Safety Council that 
functioned for two years only. Citi- 
zen participation through the coun- 
cil's efforts, combined 
with en- 


forcement, had a definite impact 
on the death record. There were 
146 fewer deaths during those two 
years. The mobilization of public- 
citizen support, the development of 
traffic safety programs and public 
information 
definitely 
influenced 


the traffic pattern. .. . 


Nebraska can leave this "pla- 


teau" on which its traffic record 
now reclines. But first, as a move 
in t h a t direction — a downward 
move — a stepped-up enforcement 
program and greater mobilization 
of public effort must be realized.

Corn In Soil 
Bank Can't Be 
Made Silage 


The Agriculture Department de­ 
nied a request of Nebraska farm­ 
ers for permission to cut and shock 
for silage corn on acres they have 
placed in the acreage reserve por­ 
tion of the soil bank, according to 
word received in the Washington 
office of Sen. R oman Hruska (R- 
Neb.) 
The department told H r u s k a , 
aides said, that the soil bank law 
prohibited such use of the land. 
In Nebraska, State Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Di­ 
rector R obert Webb said the soil 
bank law definitely prohibits the 
harvesting of any crop as such 
from acreage reserve land. 
By definition, written into the 
law, he said, harvesting includes 
cutting for ensilage or fodder. 
One Exception 
The only exception to this, Webb 
said, was the allowance of graz­ 
ing of land placed in the acreage 
reserve. This was granted upon 
special request to certain drought- 
stricken counties. 
Commenting upon the refusal by 
the Department of Agriculture of 
the special request, Webb said he 
thought farmers in certain areas 
were justified in asking to use 
the harvest of what crop remained 
in view of the drought conditions. 
He added that “ unfortunately the 
law is not so written. Had this 
drought situation been foreseen,” 
W'ebb said, “ this p e r m i s s i o n 
might have been written so the 
modification could be made.”

KANSAS CITY, Mo. — You can 
look for a heated battle for the 
Big Seven berth in the nex t Orange 
Bowl game. 
That was the unmistakable feel­ 
ing generated Friday at the Con­ 
ference’s annual football coaches 
confab with the press. 
While every one but Bud Wilkin­ 
son was convinced that the Okla­ 
homa Sooners were 
h e a d and 
shoulders over the league a nd 
were on the verge of possibly their 
greatest season, there wasn’t a 
coach who was giving any thing 
away on the subject of second 
place. 
Vince Di F r a n c e s c a of Iowa 
State started proceedings by ac­ 
knowledging that the C y c l o ne s 
have been picked for the cellar. 
But he said: 
“I don’t agree with y ou. We’ll 
be a far better football team. And 
if we do finish seventh—which I 
don’t think we’ll do—the league 
will be vastly improved.’* 
As each of the other coaches 
present addressed the assembled 
scribed and broadcasters from the 
Big Seven area, they e c h o e d 


| coaches had presented Oklahoma 
| the loop title and national cham­ 
pionship for the 11th straight time 
—“I wish we were as good as 
every body thinks we are. Then we 
: wouldn’t have to play the season. 
And that would be delightful be­ 
cause every body w'ould be satis­ 
fied.” 
Among the comments on the 
race for second and the Orange 
Bowl were: 
Mertes—‘‘We’ll be better than 
last y ear and it will be a tossup 
for the other five places. 
Jenkins— ‘Overall the conference 
should be much stronger.” 
Faurot—‘‘The Big Seven, Okla­ 
homa ex cluded, of course, will be 
much tighter than it has been in 
a long time. Phooey on picking 
somebody last. Any of the six 
teams can beat any other on a 
given day . The six teams below 
Oklahoma will be tougher than a 
boot.” 
Wilkinson—‘‘I agree with what 
the other coaches have said and 
I’ll include Oklahoma. The confer­ 
ence will be much tougher.” 
Other situations: 
Kansas—“ We have only 13 trans- 
feres instead of 28 as often re­ 


ported. Won’t have real s t r o ng 
first team, but should be better.” 
Colorado— -Hope for better spir­ 
it, more interesting team. We’re 
switching to multiple offense.” 
Kansas State—“ Young club, but 
much better team. Better tackles. 
Good chance to get in there (sec­ 
ond). More backfield strength than 
in long time.” 
Iowa State—“Building program 
to start pay ing off this y ear. One 
of biggest lines in conference (214 
pounds). Team speed, kicking lack­ 
ing, but hope to make it up with 
power. Far better team than last 
place prediction indicates.” 
Missouri—“Lots of sorting to do 
y et, but 18 lettermen help. Quar­ 
terback Jim Hunter is key to suc­ 
cess. Line more ex perienced and 
backs heavier than last y ear.” 
All things considered, the Big 
Seven coaches were an optimistic 
bunch. And the fans will be hap­ 
py to hear that the loop—which 
was woefully weak (or just very 
even) last y ear—shows a lot of 
promise. 
What about the Orange Bowl? 
The only thing definite is that a 
spirited donny brook is in store.

W A S H I N G T O N itf — De- 


mocratic National Chairman Paul 
M. Butler Friday tore into Presi-

blend of wishful thinking, soothing 
reassurances and glossing over of 
the failures" of the GOP admin- 
istration. 


Demanding that the Republicans 


"meet us on the battleground of 
the facts," Butler distributed to 
Democratic candidates and party 
leaders a special memorandum 
listing what he called the ''major 
discrepancies and inconsistencies" 
in Eisenhower's speech to the Re- 
publican National Convention at 
San Francisco Thursday night. 


The speech analysis, prepared by 


the national committee's research 
division, compares what it termed 
Eisenhower's 
"promise with the 


record" on 11 subjects, ncluding 
farming, education, civil rights, 
defense, and collective security. I
